In Claim 18 in lines 9 and 10 have been amended to read: 

— decorative filling loosely carried within the at least one tubular segment. — 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 12-19 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reason for the allowance of the claims in this case is an: ambulatory apparatus that 
contains a frame work for supporting an individual and aiding the user in ambulation 
where the frame work contains a hollow tubular segment, decorative filler is placed 
within the tubular segment and viewed through a window, in combination with the other 
elements recited not found in the prior art of record.
